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REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

FOR THE YEAR 1890.

Members of the Academy : 

The success attending the organization and development of our 
Society has been very unusual. The active work of the Academy 
has been under way only about ten months, since little was done 
until after the middle of March, 1890. At present we have over 
1600 members scattered through every state in the Union and in 
all the leading foreign countries.* 

The members of the Academy may well feel that they are con- 
tributing to the support of a good work — one which is destined 
to be of great usefulness in many different dir^tions. The ex- 
istence of the Academy has stimulated general interest in the 
great field of Political and Social Science. It has greatly strength- 
ened the hands of earnest scholars in this department, many of 
whom are at work under difficult conditions and in widely sepa- 
rated places. It has not only provided an opportunity for the 
publication of much valuable matter which would not otherwise 
have seen the light, but it has encouraged original investigation 
along many important lines, and upon many important topics 
which have received hitherto but little attention. 

Five scientific sessions have been held in Philadelphia, at which 
many valuable papers were presented and some of them read and 
discussed. European as well as American scholars have submitted 
papers or signified their intention of doing so. Among these may 
be mentioned Prof. Boehm-Bawerk, the distinguished Austrian 
economist ; Mr. Ritchie, of Jesus College, Oxford ; Prof. Gide,

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of France ; Prof. Loria, of Italy ; Prof. Scharling, of Copenhagen ; 
Prof. Conrad, of Halle, etc. 

The work of publication is not so far along as we had hoped, 
owing to the obstacles which nearly all new enterprises encounter. 
These are, however, now adjusted, and it is hoped will not recur 
in the future. 

Three numbers of the Annals have appeared up to the present. 
The Fourth number will appear in April. A supplement was sent 
out with the January number, containing a memoir of Hon. John 
A. Jameson, one of our General Advisory Committee, to whose 
counsel and assistance the Academy owes much. An address by 
Dr. John S. Billings, of Washington, on Municipal Government 
and Pubhc Health, was also recently sent to members. The fore- 
going, together with two supplements soon to be issued, embracing 
in all nearly a thousand pages of printed matter, will constitute 
the first volume of the Proceedings. 

After the completion of the first volume it is proposed to issue 
the Proceedings in the form of a Bi-monthly instead of a Quar- 
terly. 

Among the features of the Annals which have attracted wide 
attention at home and abroad may be mentioned : 

1. The Personal Department y in which the personal facts relat- 
ing to the scientific workers in the field are chronicled with a 
completeness not attempted in any other publication. 

2. The Papers on Instruction in Political and Spcial Science ^ 
which for the first time in the history of these sciences attempt to 
present the facts as to methods, places, number and duration of 
lecture courses and number of instructors — in a word, whatever 
is necessary to convey an adequate idea of what instruction is 
given in the different educational centers of the world. 

3. The Articles on the Railroad Question ^ which record from * 
time to time the important economic and social facts relating to 
the great railway systems and policies of the world, and should 
appeal not merely to students of the railroad question, and to 
practical railroad managers, but also to every one interested in the 
social and economic effects of modem transportation systems. 

4. The Papers on the Theoretical Aspects of Political and Eco- 
nomic Science^ which aim to give an account of the course of 
thought on these topics in the different countries in the world.

5. The articles on important topics relating to General Juris- 
prudence and Constitutional Law of our own and foreign coun- 
tries, which ought to interest all thoughtful lawyers. 

6. Original Documents, such as .Laws, etc., etc. 

The Academy will shortly issue a translation of Professor 
Meitzen's great work on Statistics, by which a valuable addition 
will be made to our English Literature on this important subject. 

At an early date will also be issued a Translation of the Text of 
the Mexican Constitution, by Professor Moses, of the University 
of California ; of the Constitution of France, by Professor Cohn, 
of Harvard University ; of that of Belgium, by Mr. Francis B. 
Lee, of Trenton, and of that of Prussia. Other translations of 
similar documents will follow these. ^ 

The work of the Academy is entirely dependent upon the con- 
tributions of its members. The larger our funds the more we can 
accomplish, and our members are respectfully urged to keep the 
Academy in mind and to present its claims for consideration to 
their friends and acquaintances. 

It is very desirable that prizes be established, and that funds 
be placed at the disposal of the Academy to aid in the encourage- 
ment of investigation. 

A charter has been applied for and will shortly be obtained, 
which will authorize the Academy to receive and hold in trust any 
funds which may be given it for these and similar purposes. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

CONSTITUTION. 

Art. I. 
Name. 



This Association shall be known as The American Academy of 
Political and Social Science. 

Art. II. 

Object. 

The object of the Academy is the promotion of the political and 
social sciences in the comprehensive sense of those terms. 

With no intention of excluding other suitable means, the fol- 
lowing methods may be enumerated as of special importance in 
furthering the ends of the Society : 

1 . Accumulation of a library of works pertaining to the subjects 
cultivated by the Academy, and, in general, the provision of facili- 
ties for research. 

2. Encouragement of investigation by the offering of prizes for 
specified contributions to science, and by extending pecuniary aid 
in suitable cases to students and investigators. 

3. Publication of valuable papers and reports presented to the 
Academy either by members or others. 

4. Regular meetings for the presentation and discussion of 
papers and other contributions to political and social science. 

5. Dissemination of political and economic knowledge through- 
out the community by the establishment of public lecture courses 
in political and social science, and by such other means as may 
from time to time seem expedient. 

Art. III. 

The Academy shall consist of a Council and members, the 
former to be chosen from the latter.

Art. IV. 

Any person may become a member of the Academy who hav- 
ing been proposed by a member shall be approved by the 
Council. 

The fees of the members shall be fixed by the Council. 

The Council may by a majority vote of all members create 
new forms of membership at discretion. 

Members shall be entitled to receive the regular reports of the 
proceedings of the Academy ; and to such other privileges as the 
Constitution and By-Laws of the Academy may confer upon them. 

Art. V. 

The CounciL 

The Council shall consist of at least ten members, chosen in 
the first instance by the Academy. It shall be authorized to en- 
large its number at pleasure and to fill all vacancies : provided 
that no person shall be chosen a Councilor who is not known* to 
be actively interested in the promotion of some phase of political 
or social science, either in a theoretical or practical way : and 
provided further, that at least one-fifth of the Council shall be 
renewed each year, retiring members being re-eligible indefinitely. 

To the Council shall be committed the control and manage- 
ment of the business and interests of the Academy, subject only 
to the restrictions of. this Constitution. It shall choose its own 
officers and committees, determining their number and functions, 
such officers and committees being ex-officio the officers and 
committees of the Academy. 

The Council shall make each year a report of its proceedings 
to the Academy, and may request the co-operation of members 
arid others in the work of the Academy. ^ 

The Council shall be authorized to make all necessary rules and 
regulations for the conduct of the Academy, not in conflict with 
this instrument. 

Any member or Councilor may be struck from the list if more 
than three months in arrear for the annual fee or other fees levied 
by the Academy ; provided that at least two notices shall have 
been sent that such fee or fees are due. 

Any Councilor may be expelled from the Academy by a major- 
ity vote of all members of the Council ; provided that printed 
notice be given to each member at least one month beforehand 
of intention to make such motion. 

Art. VI. 

Amendments. 
Amendments to this Constitution may be made when proposed

by a majority of all the Councilors and approved by a majority of 
all the members present at any regular meeting ; provided that 
the number present shall be at least one-tenth of all the members, 
and provided further that a notice of such proposed amendment 
shall have been given at the preceding regular meeting, and a 
printed copy sent to each member at least one month before such 
voting. 

BY-LAWS OF THE AMERICAN ACADEMY OF POLITICAL 

AND SOCIAL SCIENCE. 

1. The officers of the Council shall be a President, three Vice- 
Presidents, three Secretaries — entitled respectively Recording, 
Corresponding and General — a Treasurer, and a Librarian. 

2. They shall be chosen for one year and hold office until their 
successors are duly qualified. 

3. Their duties shall be such as are usually assigned to such 
officers, subject to qualification and definition by the Council. 

4. The officers of the Council, together with such members as 
may be chosen by the Council for one year, shall constitute an 
Executive Committee, with such powers as may be entrusted to 
it by the Council. 

5. No money shall be drawn from the treasury except on order 
of the Executive Committee or Council, countersigned by the 
recording secretary, who shall keep a Ust of such orders, their 
date, amounts and payees. 

6. Changes may be made in these by-laws at any regular meet- 
ing of the Council by a majority of those present. 

7. Any one may become a life member by the payment of i>ioo 
at one time ; and a patron by the payment of $500 at one time ; 
and both life members and patrons shall be exempt from the pay- 
ment of annual fees, and shall be entitled to all the privileges of 
members. 

8. Ten members of the Council shall constitute a quorum at any 
regular meeting of the Council.
